Urges Sacrifice 



Nations must be willing to 
sacrifice part of their sovereignity 
"to obtain a greater freedom." 

This was the message broucht 
by former Prime Minister Cle- 
ment Attlee of Great Britain to 
a Coliseum audience last night. 

Cnless civilization faces its 
problems and finds solutions, it 
may he nearing its end. the speak- 
er said. Earl Attlee, now a member 
of tbe British House of Lords, 
said. "Any little war may lead 
to a major war," and a major war 
seems sure to mean tbe full scale 
use of atomic weapons. 

The carl advocated the creation 
of an international police force as 
a practical solution toward curb- 
ine the possibility of war. "The 
world is grown up enough to do , 
away with war." Attlee said. 

Present-day Russia, however, 
with its "second generation" Com- 
munists, is less revolutionary than 
it once was. he stated. The country 
is developing a large and comfor- 
table middle class which tends to 



lessen war-like tendencies, he 
added. 

Attlee concluded by saying that 
he hoped to see tbe United St.ites 
take the lead in working to brinn 
the world under a rule of law 
rather than of force. 

Attlee spoke |Q a Community 
Concert and Lecture Series audi- 
ence of an estimated 4.000 per- 
sons at Memorial Coliseum. He was 
introduced by President Dickey.

Progress Not Inevitable, 
UK Press Director States 



An alarming proportion of 
American scholarly writing is 
trivial and uninspired. Humanities 
Club members were told Tuesday 
night. 

The roots of this feeling of cul- 
tural illness lie in the doctrine of 
progress, which for the past cen- 
tury has been the dominant force 
In America. Bruce F. Denbo, direc- 
tor of the UK Press, said in a lec- 
ture at the Fine Arts Building. 

'The doctrine of progress is 
looked upon as a faith which, 
despite grave attacks from logic 
and from recent events, has still 
so great a secular sanctity that 
few orations from stump or civic 
club rostrum — or even from the 
pulpit— will fail to make some sort 
of appeal to progress. *nd fewer 
persons will question the basis of 
the belief because of its great hold 
on the American mind." he said. 

American churches have also 
absorbed the prevailing belief in 
the perfectibility of man— that It 
Is possible, through science and 
hoiial techniques," to build an 



added. 

He said this belief has been pre- 
valent in America since colonial 
days, but in £he past century the 
cult of progress has swept into all 
aspects of American life to pro- 
duce a materialism which, it is be- 
lieved, has captured not only the 
popular mind, but all of American 
culture, except some areas of the 
creative arts. 

The director of the UK Press 
said hope engendered by the cult 
of progress— the expectation that 
science, both natural and social, 
will create a bright new world 
where evil and ignorance have 
virtually disappeared— has aroused 
a popular demand for institutions 
which will serve this hope rather 
than reality and truth. 

Frustration and importance of 

the alteration of traditional learn- 
ing to emphasise fact finding and 
specialization, "a system which 
produces scholars so inundated 
with trivia that they emerge from
